CAUSE LtJS OF LIFE ANY DAY Condemned Bridge, Unsafe for Any Traffic, 
Left 
Un- 


guarded and a Menace to All Drivers and Pedes- 


trians—Floor Full of Holes Over Deep Pit 


No Signs to Guide Strangeis Over Detour—Guard Rail* 


On Bridge Over Creek Gone and Replaced 
with Wire—Danger Could Be Eliminated 


From the photographs above some 


idea of the danger of the east Xorth 
street death trap may 
be gained. 


That at the top, left, 
shows 
the 


bridge from the quarry, giving some 
idea of the drop one would fake if 


falling thru it. 
At the top, right, 


the absence of guard rails on/ the 
bridge is shown. 
At the bottom, 


left, is shown the detour around the 
bridge over the quarry, looking west. 
It may be seen that there Is nothing 


to prevent strangers from on It. The 
picture at the bottom, right, shows 
the condemned bridge floor with its 
yawning holes big enough for a man 
to fall thru. 
This view was taken 


from the bridge across the creek. It 
may Be noticed that there Is nothing 


to warn the public that death might 
await them if venturing 
on 
the 


bridge. 
There is a space of only 


a few yards between the t w o bridges. 
It is neressaiy to make a right angle 
turn into the detour, to the right of 
the picture at the bottom, right. 


East Siders have some work for the new city administration. 


They want the old North street death trap at the Lima Stone 
company's works eliminated. Their desire is joined in by every 
citizen of Lima. 


This is conceded to be one of the most dangerous places ia 


the city. The condemned bridge which spang the pit made by 
the atone quarry has been condemned for years. It IB unsafe even 
for pedestrians since its floor is full of holes big enough for a 
man to fail thru. 


This bridge stands just east of the bridge over Hawg Creek. 


A detour has been built around it, but there is nothing to guide 
strangers to safety and there are no guards to keep them from 
driving on the structure at either end. At night there are no 
lights ani it is not infrequent that persons not.aware of the con- 
dition of the bridge drive across it. 


Should it give way under a machine or wagon an unfortu- 


nate driver would take a drop of some 30 or 40 feet into the quar- 
ry pit. 


Not only Js this condemned bridge unsafe for pedestrians. 


but the one for general traffic across the creek is a menace to 
the public. On one side there is no flooring on the foot bridge and 
on the other the railing along the side is broken away and re- 
placed with wire. There is nothing to prevent one from falling 
from the bridge to the creek bed 40 feet below. 


This bridge also is in bad shape. It has not been pajnted for 


years, one business man in that locality declaring that to his 
knowledge it had not been painted in 12 years. The city engineer 
has said that it must be replaced Boon. The iron work ifl badly 
rusted and has begun to look unsafe. 


The bridge across the quarry pit could be eliminated by fill- 


ing in. This was suggested to the city several years ago. Ic 
could have been done then for less than $8,000 expense to the 
taxpayers. The Lima Stone company offered to fill \t in it the 
city would build a retaining wall. This was not done and tho 
city has lost much money thereby for it is certain that the trap 
must be removed. The city is liable to big damage suits every 
day it remains in its present condition.

Mr. Frink has been elected direc- 


tor of the British Glss Research As- 
sociation, and expects to assume his 
rew duties early in February. The 
British Glass Research 
Association 


is an organization originally compos- 
ed of a number of the leading glass 
manufacturers oj England who sub- 
scribed to a fund for research work. 
That 
fund was subsidized by 
the 


British government which had to it 
extensively, the object being to ex- 
pend 
the fund for the purpose of 


employing scientists and 
technical 


talent to. conduct a research and in- 
vestigation in the manufacture 
of 


glass. 


It is for the purpose of directing 
this work that Mr. Frink was selecr- 
ed, 
which is a recognition of h's 


ability as scientist and expert in tho 
glass industry. 


In discussing his proposed mis- 


sion 
to England Mr. Frink 
seated 


that 
while the glass industry al 


though extensive, is still compara 
lively in its Infancy and England is 
even far behind the United States 
in the . dvancement that has been 
made In the manufacture of glasi 
He said that on a recent visit to 
England following his acceptance of 
the offer to take up his work abroad, 
he visited one glass plant th3t was 
erected 
in 1784 in which glass 
is 


still being manufnr / il. 
Many of 


the methods of manu.acture in use 
in England he said have been used 
for a century or longer. 


The glass industry in the United 


States Mr. Frink said has been mak- 
ing its most rapid advancement in 
the past ten years, throur'i the in- 
troduction of more scien ^ c meth- 
ods, and more modern equipment. 


Mr. Frink is owner and director 


of the Frink laboratories, also pres- 
ident of the Frink "Pvrnmptor Co.. 
at Lancaster and is the inventor of 
the Frink machine for the 
manu- 


lacture of window glass. He at one 
time was chief of the department ol 
investigation of the American Win- 
flow Glass C,, and in 1908 he engag- 
ed with the Columbus Glass Co., at 
Lancaster with whom he remained

Years is Small

COLUMBUS) O.—The issuance this 


become so rare in Ohio that losses 
to depositors are now almost a neg 
liglble quantity. This is largely thy 
result of capable bank management, 
under successful supervision on the 
part of the state and federal sc^ey™- 
ments. 


A report just filed with the audi- 


tor of state by State Bank Superin- 
tendent Ira R. Pontius, giving 
de- 


tailed information on banks liquid- 
ated by his department, shows loss- 
es sustained 
thru 
insolvency of 


banks during the past ten years to 
have been remarkably small. 


In 1911 thte superintendent of 


banks, under a new law, began tak- 
ing 
over 
for 
liquidation, 
banks 


found to be unsound, and since, 
a 


total of 24 banks—14 state and nine 
private—have 
been closed by 
the 


department for such a purpose. 


These banks had total resources 


losses sustained as a result of 
the 


closing 
of these banks, 
compared 


with the deposits of all state banks, 
were only slightful in excess of elev- 
en-thousandths of one per cent—an 
insignificent sum. 


During the past five years the sup- 


erintendent of banks has been called 
upon to close but three banks, one 
of 
them a very small foreign 
ex- 


change bank with deposits of less 
than $10.000, arid, because of 
Its 


paucity of resources, hardly worthy 
of being called a bank. 


The losses caused depositors thru 


the 
closing of these thr*e institu- 


tions 
were but six-thousandths of 


one per cent of the total deposits of 
all the state banks. 


While the volume of state bank 


deposits has more than doubled dur- 
ing the past five years, the 
losses 


sustained by depositors during that 
period 
have shown a decided 
de- 


crease, indicating that, with 
their 


increased growth, the * <nl;ing 
in- 


stitutions under careful supervision, 
are well managed, steadily adding 
to their security and soundness, and 
growing in popular -favor.

ing sufficient recognition to trade 
union. 
On the other hand, many 


employers ha\e endoised the plan. 


Bath capital and labor will now bo 


given a clianco to come before the 
conference with

in hearings that .ire expected to last 
several weeks. 


In addition to the heannes the 


conference will have before it sev- 
eral 
uund'-ecl 
written 
proposals 


which have come to it from all parts 
of the country. These will be class- 
ified before being preferred, to the 
conference. 


At the conclusion of its sessions.

CHILBLAIN. 


Chilblain Is a mild first degree 


frostbite of toe skin, comparable 
with what doctors call a first de- 
gree burn, which is" a burn 
or 


scald that reddens the skin But 
does not blister or seriously dam- 
age the tissues underneath the 
skin. The prevention of chilblain 
is a distinct problem, but tie 
treatment 
is the 'treatment of 


burn, for the mildly frostbittea 
skinn is pathologically the same 
as the mildly burned skin. Ex- 
cessive heat or excessive .cold pro- 
duces the same injury—necrosis 
or death of the part according tp 
the intensity of the injury. II you 
suffer with chilblains thank your 
lucky stars it is not necrosis or 
gangrene of the whole foot. Can- 
didly I myself can't see how any 
one could possibly »e thankful for 
a disease or an accident, yet our 
friends always bid us to feel that 
way if we survive, and I add the 
thought here to give this column 
a touch 6f human sympathy which 
some critics think it sorely lacks.

Healer of Bodies and Physician of Souls Is Really at Home When Driving the Leaky Little 
Strathcona Through the North Atlantic's Fury, Daunting Even the Hardy Fisherman

rpHEBB ere some men whoa? it is a tonic 
•*• to meet and a recurrent stimulus to hn 
with, and one such man la Dr. Wilfred 
Thomason Grcnfell, sometime of Oxford, the 
Royal College of Surgeons, \Vhitecbapel and 
the North sea; now of Labrador. 


I recently cruised with him along the 


coasts of Labrador and northern Newfonnd- 
land in his rocking, rotten little steamship 
the Strathcona, and of that shipboard and 
seaboard intimacy IB born the desire to talk 
of him a little while to those who know him 
through his books and his addresses and 
those to whom he is only a distant name 
for sacrifice and daring, for surgery and sea- 
manship in a forsaken area. 


Doctor Grenfell, who might string an 


alphabet o* academic and heraldic distinc- 
tion after his name if he chose, la a fisher 
of men in a tossing world of cod-hnnters 
modi- rich or poor as the fish choose or refuse 
In ".stiikc in" and to bite. Down the west 
const of Newfoundland la the summer of 
l!>li) some fishermen hid away in tin cans 
in the hard ground their several thousand 
dollars; on the east coast, in White'bay, 
wore others who received aa little as $7.50 
for thp catch of a season—a quintal ("ken- 
tal") of cod—that is to say, a dry weight 
of 11" pounds from "green" fish that weighed 
about fh'C times as much when taken, Tbess 
fishermen In the days that are npon then 
now are living on bread and tea, and for 
shoes they wear pieces cut from rubber 
boots. 


Doctor Grenfell's effort Is to bridge th« 


gap between those who have and those who 
have not, and this bridge is a little ketch- 
rigged steamer of eighty-four tons, named 
for milord who gave $3000 toward her pur- 
chase. She is now about twenty years' of 
age, and she has fallen apart by Beams nnd 
beams BO often that she is like the Irish- 
man's knife, renewed in every part and yet 
the same. Her ratlins are not fit to build 
a grackle's nest, her platen in spots nre 
little better than if they were of china, her 
engines and her bo'iler«i cannot drive her 
through a shouting, headstrong sea, and f,till 
the doctor whips and spurs her to the 
rescue when hardy mastex-mariners who 
thumbed their "Newfoundland and Labra- 
dor Pilot and Guide" long before ho cnmn 
from England twenty-seven years ago would 
bide safe in tickle or bight or rove nnd let 
the storm rave past the headland where the 
Strathrona bucks the wind and the indig- 
nant sea- 
I 


FOUND the little boat at Battle Harbor 
August 31. 
AN xho rliinc to Croucher's 


wharf she uas roiiolent of whale-meat as 
rotten as her rigging, though over the four 
barrels there was stuffed a brave showing 
of white reindeer niosi to intercept the 
stench. That part of her cargo was des- 
tined for the menu of the "huskies," led by 
the redoubtable Eric, at St. Anthony, eighty 
miles to the southward across the Strait of 
Belle Isle. The rest of the deck was piled 
high with logs of spruce and fir, white birch 
and juniper. Coal has been $24 a ton this 
season «* Battle Harbor, and therefore wood 
has beeyifcd to the firebox whenever pos- 
iible.

That is to say, the rebellious bit of can- 


vas is bound in places with a cord, like the 
umbrella of a rustic at a fair, and then it 
is hauled in a bulging package to the peak 
of the mainmast. There the wind fightingly 
gets hold of it and presto! out it burgeons— 
•s spring poets say—with explosions like the 
crack of a rifle. 
And then the doctor grins 


et*ln on Albert Ash, the pessimistic mate, 
and "William 81ms, the able-bodied deck- 
hand, ma with a light in bis eyes goes back 
to the wheel with its inscription, "Jesus 
ssJth u»to them, 1 win «ake you fishers of 
men."
